Brome grass has proven a blessing 
to the prairie section of Western Can-

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ENGLISH SCHOOL LIFE, 


Eton Headmaster Discusses Old-Time 
Treatment of Lads. 


The Rev. E. Lyttelton, headmaster 
of Eton College, in a speech at the 
opening of the new eletnentary school 
at Slough, cofitrasted the care taken 
of school children in the present day 
with the treatment which they re- 
ceived 300 years ago, and incidentally 
pointed out how much happier Eng: 
lish schoolboys are than the little 
boys of Germany. 

t was amazing to reflect, he said, 
that our forefathers were able to 
build up this empire out of nothing, 
hardly knowing what they were doing. 
They “whacked” the Spaniards, sim- 
ply because they had nothing to do 
at home, and took all the best part 
of the world from the French for the 
same reason, It seemed most amaz- 
ing to remember that these men were 
brought up under conditions absolute- 
ly barbarous, People had come to 
such a state of mind that whenever 
a child expressed a wish for any- 
thing, unless it was at once gratified, 
they immediately wrote to the news- 
papers and made @ remonstrance. 

hese were the sort of things 
Shakespeare had to do. He had to 
be in his place in the school at 6 
o'clock all through the year. The 
children had to stay in school three 
hours before breakfast. In those 
days nobody had any time for break- 
fast, and he fancied they must have 
taken to school a portable sandwich 
and munched it botween little bite of 
Latin. The morning was resumed 
from 9.15 to 11.30, when there was a 
break of an hour and a half, to en- 
able the children to go home and 
get something to eat. The scholars 
assembled at 1 o'clock and went on 
to 3.30, when a quarter of an hour 
was allowed for play. Then work on 
again until 5.30, 

They had come to a time in their 
history when they believed in hap- 
piness, and he believed they were 
right in doing so. Shakespeare spoke 
of the miserable face of the child go- 
ing to school. Such facea he (the 
aponker) had seen himeelf in that 
country which was always being 
pointed out to us, Little boys in 
Germany on their way to school-had 
to pass the drill ground, where in a 
hot aun might be seen the miserable 
recruit doing the goose step. 

That boy recollected that if he did 
not work out his studies and pass a 
tremendously stiff examination at 
school he would be condemned to 
apend three years in the army, 
whether he liked it or not, while, if 
he passed the examination he got 
off with one vear. That was the 
kind of school life children had in 
Germany. 

He read in a brilliant book only 
the other day that schools were ab 
solutely futile and useless things be- 
enuse children went too late to them. 
The real valuable time was in the 
home training of the first seven years 
of their life. Many people believed 
this. There wax no doubt that the 
sooner they got the children to school 
the more permanent and lasting 
throneh life would be the influences 
to which they were subjected, 


A Strenuous Musician, 

Mr. Henry J. Wood, the popular 
conductor of Queen's Hall, London, 
whose orchestral concerts attract so 
many music-lovers at this time of the 
year, is only 33 yenrs of age, and 
without a doubt is the first of English 
musical conductors, Curiously en- 
ough, until he was 17 Mr. Wood had 
set his mind on adding the letters 
“RA.” to hia name. Even today he 
is devoted to the art of sketching, 
and a fine afternoon sometimes finds 
him rushing off to the country to in- 
dulge in his hobby. Mr, Wood, how- 
ever, has little time for sketching 
nowadays. His motto ts “Rehearse! 
rohearse! rehearse!” and, with small 
intervals for meals, he often conducts 
at Queen's Hell from 10 am, to ll 
p.m, But he hea always been known 
as a hard worker, and when at 19 he 
joined the Rousby Opera Co, aa con- 
ductor he frequently, worked twelve 
hours a day for two guineas a week, 
What is more, bhé kept up this labor 
ious life for four years.

Dr. MacPhall lives in Montreal, Canada. As an aid

VETERANS REQUIRED TO RESIDE 
ON LAND TO OBTAIN PATENT. 
Ottawa, Feb. 16.—Hon. Frank Oliver, 

in answer to a question put by John 

Hotron in the House, has mado an im- 

portant deelaration as to the terms un- 

der whieh South Affican veterans can 
place substitutes tipon their land 
grants. A ¥Olunteer ean become a sub- 
stitute for another folunteer and per- 
form homestead duties on both grants, 
provided he ean pefform the necessary 
residence of six months in each of three 
years, with the required cultivation, 
upon each half-section. A volunteer 
cannot, nor can his substitute, reside on 
homestead. A South African land war 
rant cannot pass through the possession 
of more than one substitute. A volun- 
teer, or his substitute, cannot obtain 
his patent without residing on the land 
or by getting his improvements done by 
snother party. Residence must be per 
formed personally by the locator, though 
there is nothing to prevent him having 
the improvements made by some on: 
else. It is not possible for a volunteer, 

or his eubstitute, to obtain entry of a 

South African land warrant and, at the 

same time, for the homestead and pre 

emption adjoining and fulfill the home 
stead duties on both by residing on one 
quarter only, either the scrip land or th: 
homestead. Duties required on home 
steads must be performed in accordance: 
with the Dominion act, and residence 
spent on a half section secured under 

South African warrant cannot be count 

ed, neither can residence on a home 

stead be counted to the advantage of + 
nilitary homestead. A substitute ma 

be appointed either befere or after th: 
rans, or their substitutes, locating or 

the same section cannot obtain thei:

CENTERPIECE FOR FLOWERS. 


An Attractive Novelty Described tn 
Detail—its 
Two Useful Plant Stands That May 
Be Made at Home. 


Fern dishes for the table no longer 
stand Oat on the cloth or slightly ele. 
vated on tiny legs, but they now reach 
quite a decided height from their sub 
stantial pedestals, arranged in a se 
ties at the base, One of the newest 
Imported designs shows an oblong dist 
of metal standing on a set of six cytia

drical bases or legs, eo that the body of 
the dish Is at least three or four Inches 
above the table 

The pedestals are plain and are made 
of the same meterial used in shaping 


the dish iself Even the porcelain 
dishes for holding ferns and flowers 
for the table show these oddly fash 
loned pedestals, suggestive of Grecian 
columns, supporting ove large capital 
lpatead of a small one for each shaft 

Though the pedestals are higher than 
formerly, the fern dish Itself should 
hot be any higher, else it becomes an 
obstacle and prevents conversation ané 
obstructs vision at a dinner party, 
Decorations of this kind covtinue to be 
sensibly low and unobtrusive. 

One unique and attractive center 
plece for holding fowers is made with 
a high stand, Ite shape is a narrow 
oval, and at the blunted ends the dish 
proper rests on columns which are at 
tached to a fat oval base of solid 
motal whose bevel edge extends a trife 
beyond the rim of the fern dish tteelf. 
The two slender columns supporting

SOCIAL ADVE 2TISING, 


London Society. 


“Fame, nowadays, simply means 
ore press notices,’’ says an English | 
society dame who has recently de- 
nounced the practice of paying for 
“news"’ items in the columns of the 
big London dailies, It is not general- 
ly known that anyone- however ob- | 
seure—can buy as many “lines” as : 
he, or she, likes in the society column 
of any big London paper. Thus, 
Smith-hyphen-Sinythe” can 
have her daughter’s marriage to 
“Jones-de-laJeems”’ announced in the 
same column in which the King’s 
visit to Marienbad may be recorded. 
Of course it comes high; but if. you 
wish to butt into society, you have 
to have it. For instance, here are 
the rates for such notices in the 
principal sheets: 

Six lines in The Times will cost 
the social swimmer $7.50, while The 
Daily Telegraph only allows four lines 
to appear in the body of the paper for 
$5, extra lines costing $1 each. Thus 
you can buy fame at much “per” in 
the paper that claims to have the 
largest—really and truly—circulation 
of any two-cent paper in the world. 
The Baiiy Mail, well knowing that 
publicity is one of the essentials to 
sovial fame, and that wealthy people 
must have it no matter what it costs, 
boldly charges $259 a line, and gets 
it. All the other big London papers 
make exorbitant charges, and even 
the out-of-town papers with big cir- 
culations shake golden apples from 
the social boodle tree. 

In the expense bills of those who 
participate in the London “season” 
newspaper advertising ficures as one 
of the largest items. Some of the 
accounts run into $10,000 a year, Of 
course, the incorruptible English 
hewspapers do not run “reading no- 
tice” departments, and they would 
probably refuse to da a page write-up 
even at a fabulons price; but, by 
udiciously spreading your ndvertia- 
ng over a lengthy period and diaguis- 
ing your “notices” ao cleverly that the 
ordinary reader doea not recognize the 
manufactured product, you can spend 
quite as much money in another way 
without laying the paper open to the 
charge of venality. 

Some of the newanopors charge four 
or five times the rates here quoted for 
inserting paregraphs between an- 
nouncementa connected with the King 
and royal family. The rates vary in 
accordance with the importance of 
the royal personeee, Of course, it 
conta more to be next to the King or 
Queen than to appear next a prin- 
conn or duke 

Another extremely nonvler form of 
achieving social distinction is the em- 
ployment of a presa agent to manage 
publicity boome of a mild order. Tt is 
the duties of this avent to see that 
his principal ia invited to ell the 
swell affaira; and to interview the re- 
porters, giving them information in 
which the name of his particular 
client firures lareely. Tn this way a 
large amount of free advertising is 
obtained. Many nrese peeenta are wo- 
men, quite a number of them oceuny- 
ing semi-important positions them- 
selves in society.

A FINE OLD RUIN, 


Ancient Abbey of Abbotsbury Puts 
Modern Churches to Shame. 


The ruins of the ancient Abbey of 
Abbotsbury have come into new prom: 
inence by reason of the arrangements 
made for the vy A to visit Lord and 
Lady Hehester at Melbury, which is a 
neighbor of Abbotsbury, reckoning by 
county calculation and distances, As 
might be expected, remembering that 
the remains are of huildings erected in 
the early years of the eleventh cen- 
tury, the architectural outlines and,

beauties are becoming sadly defaced, 


But, as the accompanying drawing 
shows, it is an extremely picturesque 
landmark, and as it stands at the 
head of the little inlet known as “The 
Fleet” it is one of the most prominent 
feutures of the beautiful landscape. 
The best-preserved portion of the 
whole range is the fourteenth century 
barn, while some of the ecclesiastical 
building has been described by an 
architectural authority as being “for 
excellence of ite masonry, and the 
beauty of its proportions, as well as 
the admirable execution of ite decora- 
tion,” ealeulated to shame many mod- 
ern churches. There are the ruina of 
one of the cells, and some portion of 
the foundation ‘s believed to have 
been of early British origin, to which 
is attached a legendary visit by St. 
Peter himself. There is also a very 
well-preserved getehouse of great 
beauty and other fragmenta, Melbury 
House itself is a charming country 
home, and of considerable antiquity, 
some portions being credited to fil- 
teenth century eraftamanship and the 
enius of Sir Giles Strangeways, It 
4 situated in beautifully wooded and 
watered park lands of six hundred 
ncres, close to Dorchester, and con- 
taining onks as old as the building, 
One of them, known as “Billy Wik 
kins,” is fifty feet high, and has a 
girth of thirty-seven feet,

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FIRST ONTARIO CURLERS. 


Fergus Club Played With Wooden 
Blocks In the Thirties. 


The Fergus Curling Club is the 
oldest club in Ontario. This year 
sees the seventy-fifth anniversary of 
the club’s establishment. 

The original members of the Fergus 
club in the thirties were a ‘‘byordin- 
ar’”’ set o’ Seotchmen, and in the 
thirties and well into the forties the 
club played the game with blocks of 
wood, turned out in shape similar to 
the stones now used. Some of these 
blocks still exist and can be seen by 
visiting curlers. 

The early curlers played on a part 
of the Grand River called the “Wash- 
ing Green,” the place where the 
early settlers used to wash their 
sheep in the ranid current below the 
old mill dam. Here the curlers made 
the rocks ring with their roar and 
rattle. The Beavérs’ Dam, at the far 
end of Perry's meadow, was another 
favorite, cosey apot, where the curlers 
went for “a day o’t” when the ice 
was bad on the river or the wind 
“too nippy,” whistling between the 
towering rocks at the ‘Washin 
Green.” But that is all past an 
gone. The Fergus “brothers o’ the 
room” now play the game in a fine 
modern covered rink.

Giraffes and Hippopotami Bring the 
Highest Prices. 


| Wild animals trom the Gizeh Zoo 
, logical Gardens in Egypt, delivered 
during the years 1306-1904 at Londdn, 
Marseilles, Hamburg, and Rotterdam, 
realized the following prices. 

The ‘king of beasts,” the lion, sold 
comparatively cheap, mainly because 
the cost of feeding made buyers shy 
of the investment. Vine wild-born 
lions realized from £76 to £100. 

Menagerie-bor: animals cost on an 
average £10. A lioness bas even sold 
for under £4; while, on the other 
hand, £240 to £300 is not too 3 
price to ask for an exceptionally fine 
specimen of lion. 

Pumas — oceusionally described as 
lions—-are not in such demand; 
will often buy one, fair average spe 
eimens fetch £15, £20, and a few £30, 
The tiger is, however, a high-priced 
animal; £100 is the lowest figure at 
which he sells, with £80 for a tigress, 

A specialty of value is the European 
‘'ynx. A young one cannot be had for 
less than £20, and the full-grown ani- 
mal is worth from £26 to £36, Wolves 
are a weak market; £2 is their aver- 
age per head, £1 the minimum and 
£5 the top price. Catch a fox quite 
young, and the cub may realize 
£110s., or only just 6s8.; full grown, 
its Value is £2. 

Polar bears always maintain their 
price. Very rarely does a specimen 
change hands at less than £390; but 
other kinds of bear come cheaper, A 
sea-lion costs £20. The beaver is 
good for £20, a price due to the ani- 
mal’s destruction for bounty in the 
Rhone Valley. 

Hippopotami have no quotation in 
some markets, When in supply this 
prehistoric-looking beast is worth from 
£600 to £760. biephants are much 
more widely dealt in. A young one 
i) be purchased for from £200 to 
£ 


But most considered of wild animals 
is the giraffe. Previous to 1808 it 
was impossible to buy one for less 
than £1,000; in 19034 the price had 
shrunk to £260, which did not repay 
the cost of importation, The actual 
market value of a young giraffe in 
good condition may now be quoted at 
anywhere from £600 to £600.
